Stockholm, Febroary 13. 

T is reported, that their Swedifh Majefties 

defign to take a Journey into Germany as 

“fodn as the prefent Dyet of the Kingdom is 

over, which at prelent continues its Delibera- 
‘tions upon the feveral Matters that have been pro- 
-pofed to them fromthe King. The Mufcovite Mi- 
-nifter was admitted fome Days ago ioto that Af 
fembly, and delivered in a Memorial confifting of 
‘three Shects of Paper, containing feveral Articles ; 
but ‘was defired by one of the Members, not to take 
it amifs if be did not receive an Anfwer very foon, 
it being reafonable that the State of the Kingdom 
fhould be firft regulated before foreiga Affairs 
could be had under Confideration. It is cumoer’d, 
that the Propofals which this Minifter offer’d, con- 
tain among other Things, a Requeftto the Gene- 
ral Dget the States of the Kingdom to acknow- 
ledge the Czar his Mafter to be Emperour of Rof- 
‘fia, and to give alfo the Title of Royal Highnefs 
to the Duke of Holftein: But ’tis wondred, efpe- 
cially upon what Grounds be forms the latter De. 
mand, uolefs there could be “affigned any Right of 
Succeffion in that Dake t6 the Crown of Sweden, 
which is impoffible, without overthrowing a plaio 
Article to the contrary, fet down in the Refolution 
of. the States of this Kingdom in the Year 1719, 
‘viz. That the Crown hhall hereafter be Ele&tive, 
and not Hereditary, unlefe that the prefent reign. 

ing Queen fhall have Heirs of ber Body. 

Lisbon, Feb. 20. é have Advice here, that 
the Spaniards have agreed to fuccour the Malrefe 
with 3000 Foot, in lieu of the Meo of Wa 
which they had promifed to fuenifh them with ; a 
this Court is inclined to fupply the Mand of Malta 
with a Sum of Moncey, infread of the Four Men 
of War which were expefted from his Portugueze 
Majefty. Our Letters from Cadiz mention, 
that His Britannick Majefty’s Ship the Falmouth 
was gone up to Genoa, as was the Panther to Port

Copenhagen, Feb. 23. The late difcovered Con-

way, the fir Promoter and Contriver of the Plot, 
5s put in Irons, aod is to undergo the Rack to oblige 
him to confefs his Accomplices, and all the Particu- 
lars of the wicked Defign they were engaged in, 
great Part of it being already found out by the Pa- 
pers that have been fcized to his Houle, although 
moft of them are wrote io Cyphce + The followin 
Particulars ar¢.reported to be Part of the Project 
they were to put in Execution, viz.---- That a 
Colony from Archangel fhould be pretended to be 
feot to Groenland and eftablifhed there for the Be- 
nefit of Commerce ; but in their Paffage fhould up- 
on fome Pretence or other [eize Iceland and Ferroe, 
from'whence the Grand Enterprize upon Norway 
might be more eafily effected in the Duke of Hol. 
fiein’s Name, with fhe Affiftance of fome Ships and 
Gallies from Archange!, which are cow there in 
Readinefs ; thefe were to ravage and deftroy: the 
Places along the Cosfts till a free Paffage was 
gravted through tae Sopnd to the Mufcovite Ships, 
and the Dutcby of Slefwick reftored to the Duke 
of Holftein: *Tis farther added, that Part of thie 
Proje&t was to butn the Danifh Flect in this Port. 
The betret to facilitase thefe Proceedings, the faid 
Paul Joel fent a Scheme, direting the Method that 
fhould be obferved in the feveral Defceots and Atr- 
tacks, giving Afurances that a great many Families 
would willingly fee a Change of Goveromcot, and 

alfo contribute towards the fame ; that he being a 
Native of Dronthcim in Norway, knew perfeftly 
well all ghe Country therezbouts, and the better to 
carey on this Defign, he deGircd he might bave the 
CharaGce gives bim of Councellour of the Chan- 
etry, Or of Commerce.
